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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 


of  Rotherham  Rural  District 


Factors  causing  the  annual  expansion  in  population  of  Rotherham  Rural 
District  are  the  high  birth  rate,  the  recruitment  of  employees  by  the  National 
Coal  Board  and  the  desire  of  young  couples  to  live  outside  the  cities. 

Housing  provision  is  made  by  Rotherham  Rural  District  Council,  by  private 
builders  and,  at  intervals,  by  the  National  Coal  Board.  Between  them, 
they  provided  accommodation  for  an  additional  350  families  during  the  year. 

Births 


Substantially  more  than  half  the  babies  are  born  at  home  and, because 
of  the  limited  number  of  hospital  beds,  many  mothers  are  discharged  after 
48  hours. 

Illegitimate  Births 

There  is  no  special  significance  in  the  46  illegitimate  births  registered. 
The  number  fluctuates  from  year  to  year. 

Infant  Deaths 


The  infant  death  rate  is  lagging  a  little  behind  the  West  Riding  and 
National  rates  in  the  annual  improvements  which  we  expect.  A  high  proportion 
of  these  infant  deaths  occur  soon  after  birth  and  are  due  to  prematurity  and 
birth  deformities.  In  fact,  many  of  them  occur  in  hospital  and  in  babies 
born  in  hospital  so  that  lack  of  care  by  the  mother  does  not  require 
consideration  in  most  infant  deaths. 

Deaths 


The  death-rate  does  not  vary  to  any  great  extent  from  year  to  year. 

With  all  the  necessary  oorrections  carried  out,  it  compares  favourably  with 
the  national  figure. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  show  the  same  steady  annual  increase 
which  appears  in  the  national  figures.  The  close  association  between  cancer 
of  the  lung  and  cigarette  smoking  is  accepted  the  world  over. 

Tuberculosis 


The  tuberculosis  register  shows  a  steady  fall  in  cases  notified  and 
a  decline  in  cases  requiring  extra  nourishment.  Visits  of  the  Mass 
Radiography  Unit  have  been  reduced. 

Cancer 


Much  more  is  done  each  year  to  help  cancer  cases  with  day  and  night 
nursing  services  and  with  grants  from  Cancer  Relief  funds. 

Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases 

This  group  causes  the  highest  mortality  each  year  with  coronary  disease 
exacting  a  high  and  steadily  increasing  toll. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System 

Our  national  death  rate  from  chest  diseases  is  among  the  highest  in 
Europe  and  is  associated  with  two  British  characteristics  -  air  pollution 
and  the  widespread  habit  of  smoking. 

Local  propaganda  to  wean  the  smoker  from  his  addiction  and  to  introduce 
smokeless  fuel  has  been  a  signal  failure. 


Violence 


One  of  the  depressing  facts  about  road  accidents  is  that  they  cause 
one-third  of  the  deaths  in  a  most  valuable  age  group  of  the  population  - 
namely,  those  between  15  -  44  years  of  age. 

Home  accidents  are  of  vastly  more  importance  than  the  comparatively 
rare  and  over-publicised  conditions,  such  as  leukaemia.  More  important 
still,  they  are  avoidable. 

Home  Safety 

A  Home  Safety  Committee  held  quarterly  meetings  during  the  year. 
Lectures  and  demonstrations  were  given  by  the  Yorkshire  Electricity  Board, 
the  East  Midlands  Gas  Board,  the  County  Council  Fire  Service,  the  Rural 
District  Council  Housing  Manager  and  by  the  Health  Visitors  of  the  County 
Council. 

Infectious  Diseases 


The  collection  of  diseases  called  'gastro-enteritis 1  causes  one  of  the 
most  troublesome  infections  of  childhood  and  is  a  frequent  reason  for 
hospital  admission.  A  special  investigation  was  made  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council  of  cases  from  this  area  in  1963* 

Immunisation 

Protection  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis 
and  tuberculosis  is  given  to  children  on  a  massive  scale  with  results 
which  can  be  readily  checked  in  the  mortality  and  notification  tables. 

Venereal  Diseases 

These  are  no  problem  locally.  The  district  has  escaped  the  outbreaks 
suffered  by  large  urban  areas  with  large  numbers  of  immigrants.. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics 

The  new  district  clinics  at  Wickersley,  Brinsworth  and  Thurcroft, 
the  modernised  buildings  at  Swallownest  and  Treeton  and  the  new  village 
halls  at  Cat cl if fe  and  Laughton  appear  to  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
modern  young  mother  and  clinic  attendances  rise  year  by  year. 

The  mobile  clinic,  which  visits  Wentworth,  Harley,  Ravenfield  Common 
and  Hellaby,  also  retains  its  popularity. 

Ante-Natal  Clinics 


Family  doctors  examine  their  own  cases  at  the  Dalton,  Thurcroft, 
Swallownest  and  Wickersley  clinics,  which  all  show  a  substantial  rise  in  the 
attendances  of  expectant  mothers.  These  clinic  sessions  are  attended  by 
midwives  and  health  visitors  and  provide  a  valuable  link-up  in  the  maternity 
services. 

Midwives 


A  six-weeks  annual  holiday  and  four  days  off-duty  every  fortnight  do 
not  provide  sufficient  attraction  for  the  recruitment  of  midwives.  Every 
assistance  is  given  by  the  family  doctors  and  maternity  hospitals  in  reducir 
the  midwives'  responsibilities  in  abnormal  cases  and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  this  public  service  has  to  struggle  on  with  inadequate  staff.  It  is 
quite  impossible  under  present  circumstances,  in  domestic  practice  or  in 
hospital  labour  wards  for  that  matter,  for  the  expectant  mother  to  have 
constant  attention  by  a  nurse  during  her  labour. 


Three-quarters  of  the  women  confined  at  home  have  some  form  of 
anaesthesia.  Four-fifths  of  home  confinements  are  attended  by  the  midwife 
alone . 

Home  Nurses 


There  is  a  recent  change  in  the  work  of  the  Horpe  Nurses  who  spend  much 
less  time  on  infection  cases  and  much  more  on  general  nursing.  This  is  the 
result  of  the  introduction  of  antibiotics  given  by  mouth  and,  to  a  less  extent, 
the  issue  of  sterilised  disposable  syringes. 

Day  and  Night  Nursing  Service 

Prolonged  attention  to  severely  ill  patients  is  given  by  nurses  and 
sitter s-in  for  several  hours  during  the  day  or  night.  This  is  provided  by 
the  Marie  Curie  Foundation  in  cancer  cases  and  by  the  County  Council  in  all 
other  typos  of  cases. 

Health  Visitors 


A  new  duty  for  Health  Visitors  is  the  visiting  of  patients  in  their 
homes  at  the  request  of  family  doctors.  Young  children  and  elderly  most 
frequently  require  this  attention. 

Home  Helps 

There  is  a  steady  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  elderly  people 
receiving  domestic  help.  Smaller  groups  of  cases  receiving  attention  are 
maternity  cases  in  which  a  charge  is  usually  made,  and  problem  families  who 
have  the  service  provided  free.  Problem  families  can  also  have  their  rent 
guaranteeed  by  the  County  Council  to  prevent  the  break-up  of  the  family  and 
to  avoid  the  admission  of  children  to  Homes  and  foster-homes. 

Dental  Treatment  for  Children  and  Expectant  Mothers 

Two  County  Dental  Clinics  provide  treatment  for  all  ages  of  children 
and  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers.  No  charge  is  made  for  dentures  in 
this  service. 

Chiropody 

Elderly  people  nearly  monopolise  the  chiropody  scheme.  The  number  of 
expectant  mothers  and  physically  handicapped  persons  receiving  treatment  is 
negligible. 

Chiropody  sessions  are  held  in  five  County  Council  clinics  and  in 
four  other  centres  ordinarily  used  for  clinic  sessions. 

All  registered  chiropodists  have  been  taken  into  the  County  Council 
Service.  The  four  chiropodists  who  have  not  been  registered  are  employed 
by  Rotherham  Rural  District  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee  whose  expenditure 
is  reimbursed  by  the  County  Council. 

Evening  sessions,  which  were  a  source  of  danger  to  elderly  people  in  the 
winter  months,  have  now  been  eliminated. 

Malt by  Training  Centre 

This  centre  now  accommodates  115  subnormal  persons  of  all  ages.  A 
Special  Care  Unit  for  spastic  cases  provides  for  12  severely  handicapped 
children  and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  parents  of  these  unfortunate 
cripples. 

Meals  are  now  provided  from  the  Training  Centre  kitchen  which  permits 
the  Centre  to  remain  open  during  school  holidays. 


Mental  Health 


One  of  the  main  endeavours  in  the  Mental  Health  field  is  to  discharge 
from  mental  hospitals  cases  who  are  admitted  for  social  rather  than  medical 
reasons  and  the  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  who  are  responsible  for  the 
home  care  services,  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  on  hospital  discharge  cases* 

A  centre  for  sheltered  employment  would  make  their  work  much  easier. 
School  Medical  Service 


Eight  and  twelve  year  old  children  now  have  hearing  tests  in  schools 
by  Health  Visitors  using  pure-tone  audiometers. 

Children  with  partial  or  total  deafness  are  referred  to  the  Doncaster 
Audiology  Clinic  to  see  whether  they  are  suitable  for  admission  to  the 
Doncaster  School  for  the  Deaf* 

A  minor  matter  is  the  loan  of  Eastleigh  enuresis  alarms  for  children 
who  are  bed-wetters. 

Children  with  speech  defects  attend  six  clinics  in  the  district 
weekly. 

The  Child  Guidance  Clinic  is  struggling  along  with  difficulty  without 
a  Child  Psychiatrist. 

Public  Health  Inspectors 

A  separate  section  of  the  report  is  written  by  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  giving  an  account  of  results  achieved  in  slum  clearance,  in 
improving  housing  accommodation,  drainage,  food  supplies  and  public  cleansing. 
It  is  not  easily  possible  to  exaggerate  the  importance  of  these  services.

t  am  satisfied  that  phenylketonuria  tests  are  being  given  methodically 
to  a  very  high  percentage  of  hahies  horn  each  year  in  this  Division. 

At  staff  meetings,  these  tests  have  been  discussed  repeatedly  with 
Health  Visitors  and  all  are  enthusiastic  about  the  continuation  of  tests. 
Combined  with  the  first  interview  at  the  baby's  home,  phenylketonuria  testing 
seems  to  be  no  serious  burden. 

For  1963,  no  confirmed  positive  test  was  obtained  but  this  is  of  no 
significance  in  two  thousand  tests. 

The  specialist  and  laboratory  facilities  at  Sheffield  Children's  and 
Rotherham  Moorgate  Hospitals  are  excellent  for  confirming,  or  otherwise, 
any  positive  tests  obtained  on  the  district. 

Distribution  of  Dried  Milk  and  Other  Foods

Children  Neglected  or  Ill-treated  in  Their  Own  Homes 

Well-attended  meetings  of  the  Committee  for  children  neglected  or 
ill-treated  in  their  own  homes  were  held  at  Wickersley  Clinic  on  17th  May 
and  at  Dinnington  Clinic  on  26th  September.  A  further  meeting  arranged 
for  Swallownest  Clinic  had  to  be  cancelled  at  short  notice. 

Domestic  helps  were  provided  free  to  three  families  for  a  total  period 
of  19  weeks.  It  is  too  easy  to  identify  these  families  from  doscriptions 
given  of  their  home  surroundings  and  the  results  of  publicity  have  the  most 
unfortunate  repercussions  involving  the  health  visitors.  I  do  not,  therefor 
propose  to  describe  any  of  the  three  cases  who  have  had  domestic  help. 

During  the  year,  no  rent  guarantees  were  given  to  local  councils 
for  tenants  threatened  with  eviction.

Hospital  Liaison 


Direct  Liaison 


(a)  Rotherham  Hospital  is  visited  weekly  and  the  visits  take  approximately 
two  hours.  Routine  reports  are  obtained  upon  the  home  circumstances  of  all 
old  people  and  children.  Any  other  patients  with  home  difficulties  are 
interviewed  in  the  wards  and  home  visits  are  paid  if  necessary.  All  cases 
due  for  discharge  are  reviewed  hy  the  Health  Visitor  and  Ward  Sister. 

Visits  to  patients'  homes  occupy  approximately  three  half  days  of  a 
Health  Visitor's  time  each  week. 

(b)  Moorgate  Hospital  is  also  visited  weekly  and  the  visits  occupy  two 
hours.  In  this  hospital,  special  attention  is  given  to  patients  in  the 
maternity  wards,  the  geriatric  wards  and  the  premature  baby  unit.  Monthly 
meetings  with  the  geriatrician  are  held  to  review  cases  awaiting  admission. 

(c)  Listerdale  Maternity  Home  is  visited  weekly,  the  visit  occupying  one 
hour.  Health  Visitors'  reports  upon  the  home  circumstances  of  expectant 
mothers  are  submitted  so  that  priority  is  given  to  the  admission  of  the  most 
needy  cases. 

Cases  due  for  discharge  at  48  hours  or  later  are  reported  to 
domiciliary  midwives  and  reports  are  obtained  upon  babies  with  congenital  defect 

(d)  Sheffield  Children's  Hospital  is  visited  on  alternate  weeks.  Cases 
from  two  adjoining  divisions  are  reported  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officers 
concerned.  Contact  is  made  with  the  children's  homes  by  district  Health 
Visitors.

Convalescent  Home  Treatment 

During  1963?  three  cases  were  dealt  with,  1  case  was  sent  to  the  Tudor 
Convalescent  Home  at  Bridlington  and  two  to  the  Boarbank  Convalescent  Home, 
Grange-o ver -Sands . 

Cancer 

Cases  are  referred  by  the  Radiotherapy  Centre,  Tree  Root  Walk, 

Sheffield,  or  by  the  Health  Visitor  for  financial  help  either  by  cash  grants 
from  the  Marie  Curie  Memorial  Foundation  or  by  recommendations  to  the  National 
Society  for  Cancer  Relief  for  a  weekly  allowance  and,  in  some  cases,  an 
initial  grant  to  purchase  necessities,  such  as  bedding,  etcf  these  grants 
are  disbursed  from  the  Divisional  office,  either  direct  to  the  patient  or  in 
some  cases,  to  the  Health  Visitor,  who  then  purchases  the  items  required. 

Chiropody 

Fourteen  Chiropodists  operating  from  19  Centres  serve  the  Divisional 
area.  Twenty  per  cent  of  old  age  pensioners  receive  chiropody  treatment  and 
there  is  evidence  that  the  scheme  is  reaching  a  position  of  stability  after 
steady  annual  increases. 

County  Council  clinics  are  being  utilised  more  each  year  as  chiropody 
centres.  Seven  clinics  are  already  in  use  and  two  other  clinics  are  likely 
to  be  added  to  the  list  in  the  near  future. 

Some  of  the  more  enthusiastic  Old  People's  Welfare  Committees  have  combined 
chiropody  sessions  with  entertainments  such  as  beetle  drives,  bingo,  television. 
It  is  regretted  that  this  association  is  a  distraction  to  chiropodist  and  patient 
alike  and  that  some  of  them  will  have  to  be  discontinued. 

Night  sessions  are  too  dangerous  for  old  people  during  the  winter  months 
and  a  change  will  be  necessary  in  areas  where  these  are  held. 

It  seems  likely  that  a  part-time  service  will  continue.  Four  of  the 
chiropodists  have  not  yet  been  registered  but  their  cases  are  still  under 
review.  All  chiropodists  wish  to  continue  in  the  County  Service.

Essentially,  tuberculosis  is  a  declining  disease*  The  persistently 
high  number  of  cases  on  the  tuberculosis  register  tends  to  cause 
confusion  because  screening  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Units  has  brought  in 
many  cases  of  a  mild  type  who  previously  would  have  escaped  recognition. 

The  really  important  cases  from  the  public  health  point  of  view  are 
the  pulmonary  cases  with  infectious  sputum.  These  cases  are  better 
controlled  than  ever  before,  with  antibiotic  drugs,  surgery  and  hospital 
isolation  so  that  the  spread  of  infection  is  less  among  the  community 
and  added  impetus  is  given  to  the  decline  in  tuberculosis  deaths. 


There  is  no  difficulty  in  examining  contacts.  People  are  only  too 
willing  to  attend  for  x-rays,  skin  tests  and  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  attendance  at  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit 
of  all  school  leavers  with  strongly  positive  tuberculin  skin  tests.  Their  chest 
x-rays  were  all  negative. 

Efforts  to  persuade  elderly  men  and  women  to  attend  public  chest  x-ray 
sessions  were  not  particularly  successful.  Talks  were  given  at  Darby  and  Joan 
Clubs  and  members  of  Old  People's  Welfare  Committees  supported  the  proposal, 
with  little  success. 

It  was  suggested  to  me  that  the  provision  of  free  transport  would  be 
the  only  effective  means  of  obtaining  attendances  for  x-rays  by  old  age 
pensioners. 

Mass  Radiography 

It  is  doubtful  whether  visits  of  the  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  are 
now  justified.  In  the  two  visits  paid  to  the  Division  this  year,  only  1,510 
persons  attondod  the  .public  sessions  and  62  chest  abnormalities  were  discovered, 
including  2  active  cases  of  tuberculosis.  The  most  frequent  complication,  as 
might  be  expected  in  a  coal -mining  area,  was  pneumoconiosis.

The  inaugural  meeting  of  the  first  Psychiatric  Social  Club  to  be 
promoted  in  the  Division  was  held  in  the  Maltby  Training  Centre  (the  most 
suitable  and  convenient  venue  for  meetings  of  this  nature)  on  Thursday, 

25th  April,  1963;  all  after-care  patients  were  circulated  and  invited  to 
attend  and  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Middlewood  Psychiatric 
Hospital  was  also  informed  of  the  objects  of  the  Club  and  the  activities 
it  was  proposed  to  introduce  and  was  asked  to  arrange  for  a  party  of  suitable 
in-patients  to  attend.  Subsequent  meetings  were  held  at  weekly  intervals 
until  Thursday,  30th  May,  1963*  after  which  date,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
suspend  activities  due  to  building  operations  in  progress  at  the  Centre. 


The  response  of  the  after-care  patients  was  poor  and  the  lack  of 
interest  they  displayed  was  rather  discouraging;  the  maximum  number  of  such 
persons  who  attended  any  one  meeting  was  eight  only.  A  party  of  12 
in-patients  was  conveyed  from  Middlewood  Hospital  each  week,  however,  and  the 
lively  interest  the  members  of  the  party  took  in  the  programmes  that  were 
arranged,  contributed  in  no  small  measure  to  the  success  of  the  meetings. 


The  Club  was  open  on  Thursday  of  each  week  from  7*30  to  9*30  p.m.  The 
programme  took  the  form  of  indoor  games  (darts,  draughts,  dominoes,  etc.), 
dancing  and  small  discussion  groups.  All  equipment  was  borrowed. 

Light  refreshments  were  served  and  Miss  Ball  and  Mr.  Potts,  Mental  Welfare 
Officers,  who  attended  each  meeting,  organised  the  evening’s  entertainment; 
at  the  time  activities  were  suspended,  plans  were  being  formulated  for  a 
more  varied  programme  (including  film  shows,  concerts  and  visits  to  other 
Clubs  and  places  of  interest).  It  had  also  been  agreed  that  Officers  and 
a  small  Working  Committee  should  be  elected  by  the  members  and  that  appropriate 
schemes  should  be  introduced  to  raise  sufficient  funds  to  make  the  venture 
self-supporting.  It  is  hoped  to  put  these  plans  into  operation  when 
meetings  are  resumed. 


Training  Centre 


New  workshops  for  adult  males,  two  additional  classrooms  for  adult 
females,  a  special  unit  for  severely  handicapped  children  and  a  new  kitchen 
and  dining  hall  have  increased  the  accommodation  to  115  subnormal  patients 
and  permitted  the  Centre  to  remain  open  all  the  year  round. 

Eight  children  attend  the  Special  Care  Unit,  four  of  whom  are  conveyed 
by  taxi.  Parents  of  these  children  particularly  appreciate  the  service 
given. 

Out-Patient  Clinics 


Psychiatric  Out-Patient  Clinics  are  held  in  this  Division  at  the 
Doncaster  Gate  Hospital,  Rotherham,  the  Chest  Clinic,  Rotherham,  and  Moor gate 
General  Hospital,  Rotherham,  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  of  each  week 
respectively.  Miss  Ball  attends  the  Doncaster  Gate  Hospital  and  Mr.  Potts 
the  Moorgate  General  Hospital.

The  heavy  pressure  to  which  Middlewood  Hospital  is  being  constantly 
subjected  to  by  reason  of  the  demands  made  upon  it  from  the  densely  populated 
area  it  covers,  frequently  results  in  acute  bed  shortages.  This  is  particularly 
the  case  so  far  as  elderly  patients  are  concerned.  In  order  to  cope  with 
day  to  day  demands  for  beds,  patients  are  detained  in  hospital  for  a  minimum 
period  only. 

A  steady  flow  of  after-care  patients  continues  to  be  referred^  many 
of  these  patients  are  persons  with  whom  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  had 
no  previous  contact  and  whose  admission  to  hospital  (usually  on  an  informal 
basis)  has  been  arranged  by  the  family  doctor  or  some  other  practitioner. 

Sub-normal  and  Severely  sub-normal  Patients 

All  applications  which  were  received  for  short— stay  hospital  beds 
luring  the  year  were  met  without  difficulty  and  the  desired  accommodation 
obtained  in  every  case.  Two  patients  were  admitted  to  permanent  care  during 
ihe  year  and  seven  are  still  awaiting  accommodation  of  this  nature 5  there  are 
no  urgent  cases.

"I  am  sorry  to  say  we  did  not  experience  the  same  spectacular  increase 
of  staff  in  1963  as  we  had  in  1962.  There  has,  however,  been  a  slight 
improvement  in  the  service  of  the  Division.  Mr.  Kirkland  and  Mr.  Ormesher 
continue  whole-time  at  the  Thrybergh  and  Dinnington  Clinics  respectively. 
Mr.  Traynor  now  devotes  his  whole-time  service  to  the  Maltby  clinic  and 
Mrs.  Hague,  a  dental  officer  who  joined  us  from  Sheffield  County  Borough, 
is  averaging  at  least  six  sessions  per  week  at  Aughton. 

I  find  it  disappointing  that  only  twenty-seven  expectant  or  nursing 
mothers  took  advantage  of  the  dental  service  available  at  the  four  dental 
clinics  in  your  Division.

Representation  was  made  to  Earl  Fitzwilliam's  Wentworth  Estates 
Company  regarding  the  carrying  out  of  privy  conversions  at  isolated 
premises  in  the  parish  of  Brampton  Bierlow.  The  Company  agreed  to  proceed 
with  this  work  and  grants  will  "be  made  towards  the  cost  of  providing 
water  closets  and  cesspool  drainage.  13  privy  conversions  were  carried 
out  during  the  year. 

99*39$  of  the  houses  in  the  area  are  now  on  the  water-carriage  system. 

A  cesspool  emptying  service  is  operated  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Three  Dennis  cesspool  emptying  vehicles  are  maintained  for  this  purpose 
and  two  of  the  vehicles  are  employed  full  time. 

In  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district  which  are  not  sewered,  there 
are  399  houses  drained  to  26l  cesspools.  (In  some  cases  two  or  more 
houses  are  drained  to  one  cesspool)  The  number  of  cesspools  in  the 
district  was  increased  by  9  during  the  year  and  the  question,  of  the 
desirability  of  providing  small  sewage  treatment  plants,  instead  of 
cesspools,  is  being  considered  at  sites  regarded  suitable  for  the  purpose. 

A  minimum  storage  capacity  of  1,400  gallons  per  house  is  specified 
for  each  cesspool  which  enables  a  fortnightly  emptying  service  to  be 
maintained  throughout  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Sheffield  Corporation  are  now  the  water  undertakers  for  this  district 
and  fringe  supplies  are  obtained  from  Rotherham  Corporation  for  part 
of  the  parish  of  Whiston  and  from  Doncaster  and  District  Water  Board  for 
Hooton  Roberts  and  Laughton. 

Earl  Fitzwilliam's  Wentworth  Estates  Company  distributes  water  in  the 
parish  of  Wentworth  and  the  south  west  part  of  Brampton  Bierlow  parish* 
Water  is  bought  in  bulk  from  Sheffield  Corporation.

The  shortage  of  water  during  peak  periods  at  Brinsworth,  to  which 
reference  was  made  in  the  last  report,  appears  to  have  improved,  hut  the 
position  at  Laughton  remains  unsatisfactory. 

Water  samples  are  submitted  regularly  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  the  reports  indicated  that  the  quality  of  the  water 
is  satisfactory.

The  quality  of  the  Spring  Water  supply  to  Haworth  Hall  and  Cottages 
is  consistently  satisfactory  but  the  private  supplies  to  the  remaining 
houses  mentioned  above  are  unreliable  and  unsatisfactory  reports  were 
received  during  the  year. 


With  the  exception  of  No.  2  Moat  Lane,  Wickersley,  which  is  a 
wooden  bungalow,  owned  and  occupied  by  an  aged  couple,  these  houses  are 
on  sites  remote  from  the  public  supply,  but  the  water  undertakers  have  been 
asked  about  the  possibility  of  taking  a  public  supply  to  them. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

In  this  district,  the  law  relating  to  the  control  of  caravans, 
contained  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  is  superseded  by  the  Rotherham 
Rural  District  Act,  1931. 

This  local  Act  makes  it  illegal  for  anyone  to  occupy  a  tent,  van, 
shed  or  similar  structure  without  obtaining  the  prior  approval  of  the 
Council,  the  effect  of  which  is  to  make  it  possible  to  exercise  a  greater 
measure  of  control  over  this  type  of  dwelling. 

All  applications  for  permission  to  occupy  caravans  in  the  area  are 
considered  by  the  Public  Health  Committee  and,  where  circumstances  warrant 
it,  permission  is  granted  for  specific  periods  and  extended  permission  is 
granted  as  circumstances  require. 

37  applications  were  received  during  the  year 5  30  of  the  applicants 
were  granted  permission  to  occupy  caravans  in  the  area  for  periods  varying 
from  three  to  six  months  and  7  applications  were  refused. 

41  applications  were  received  for  extended  permission  from  persons 
living  in  caravans  in  the  area  and  all  except  2  were  granted  permission. 

On  31st  December,  1963*  there  were  49  caravans  sited  in  the  area 
compared  with  60  on  31st  December,  1962. 

The  caravan  site  in  the  Parish  of  Thrybergh  established  for  the  use 
of  work  people  engaged  on  site  development  work  for  Parkgate  Iron  '  Steel 
Company,  Ltd.,  was  still  in  use  at  the  end  of  the  year  when  there  were 
28  caravans  on  the  site. 

Certain  difficulties  in  connection  with  unsatisfactory  maintenance 
of  the  site  were  again  encountered,  but  there  were  improvements  when  a 
site  warden  was  appointed.  It  should  be  recorded  that  Parkgate  Iron  &

AMO  SPHERIC  POLLUTION 

This  Council  is  a  constituent  Member  of  the  Sheffield  &  District  Clean 
Air  Committee  but  the  administration  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  (Smoke 
Control  Areas)  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Council. 

This  district  is  on  the  South  Yorkshire  coalfield  and  at  least 
of  the  families  are  associated  with  the  mining  industry. 

No  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  forming  Smoke  Control  Areas 
but  a  Survey  Assistant  was  appointed  in  May  to  carry  out  a  preliminary 
survey  of  the  whole  area. 

The  survey  is  proceeding  in  sections,  each  section  having  well 
defined  boundaries,  so  as  to  form  Smoke  Control  Areas  whenever  it  is 
decided  to  adopt  that  policy. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  1,701  houses  had  been  visited  and  recorded.

By  the  adoption  of  Section  120  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  (General 
Powers)  Act,  1951  >  and  bye-laws  thereunder  the  registration  of  Hairdressers 
and  Barbers  became  compulsory. 

13  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  and  there  are  at  present 
42  premises  on  the  register.  One  registration  was  cancelled  during  the 
year  due  to  closure  of  the  premises. 

45  visits  were  made  during  the  year  and  the  standard  of  hygiene  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

AGRICULTURE  ( SAFETY,  HEALTH  &  WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  provision  of 
reasonable  facilities  for  seasonal  workers.  39  visits  were  made  during  the 
year  and  24  of  the  41  outstanding  informal  notices  were  found  to  hare  been 
abated. 

SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLY 

Mild  Supply 

During  19^3?  299  samples  of  milk  were  taken  compared  with  219  samples 
taken  in  1962.

One  case  of  Brucellosis  was  reported  during  the  year.  It  occurred  in 
an  agricultural  worker  who  was  in  the  habit  of  consuming  raw  milk  at  the 
farm  where  he  worked. 

23  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  individual  cows  at  the  farm  premises 
and  of  these  six  were  found  to  be  positive  to  the  Ring  Test,  Culture  Tests 
on  these  six  samples  proved  negative.  No  sample  was  submitted  to  the 
Guinea  Pig  Test. 


SLAUGHTERING  FACILITIES  &  MEAT  INSPECTION 


1st  January,  1962,  was  the  day  appointed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  construction  regulations  to 
apply  to  all  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  and  there  are  four  licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  area. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963 ,  became  operative  on  1st 
October,  1963,  and  placed  upon  local  authorities  more  comprehensive 
responsibilities  relating  to  meat  inspection.  They  ares- 

1.  General  obligation  to  inspect  all  meat  at  the  place 
of  slaughter. 

2.  Meat  not  to  be  removed  from  place  of  slaughter  until 
inspected  and  stamped. 

3.  Cost  of  inspection  to  be  met  by  the  trades  the  charges 
not  to  exceed  a  maximum  prescribed  by  the  Regulations. 

4.  Inspection  to  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  details 
contained  in  schedules  to  the  Regulations. 

5.  Other  provisions  relating  to  the  emergency  slaughter  of 
animals  and  the  removal  of  dressed  carcases  under 
certain  circumstances. 

To  facilitate  the  work  the  Council  agreed  to  the  installation  of 
telephones  in  the  homes  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  all  the 
Officers  were  authorised  to  attend  refresher  courses  in  Meat  Inspection, 
arranged  by  the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

By  working  overtime  each  week-end,  a  100^  meat  inspection  service 
is  being  maintained  and  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
interest,  enthusiasm,  and  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  staff  in 
making  this  possible. 

The  scale  of  charges  adopted  are  the  maximum  prescribed  by  the 
Regulations,  i.e., 


2s.  6d.  per  horse  or  bovine  animal. 

9d.  per  calf  or  pig. 

6d.  per  sheep,  lamb  or  goat* 

These  charges  were  arrived  at  after  taking  into  consideration  the 
time  spent  by  members  of  the  staff  on  meat  inspection  in  relation  to 
their  salaries,  travelling  expenses,  and  other  sundry  expenses. 

There  is  a  reciprocal  agreement  between  this  Council,  Kiveton 
Park  Rural  District  Council  and  Rawmarsh  Urban  District  Council  to  assist 
each  other  whenever  the  need  arises*  No  call  has  yet  been  made  on  this 
service.

In  connection  with  duties  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  379 
visits  were  made  to  food  premises  and  mobile  shops.  As  a  result  of 
these  visits,  14  informal  notices  were  addressed  to  the  occupiers  of 
premises  and  proprietors  of  mobile  shops. 

No  application  was  received  for  a  Certificate  of  Exemption  under 
Regulation  31  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

In  connection  with  Regulations  15>  16  and  19?  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  all  occupiers  of  food  premises,  whether  self-contained  shops 
or  house  shops,  are  required  to  provide  separate  fixed  wash  basins  and  sinks 
with  a  constant  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water  from  taps  over  the  sinks. 

The  washing  facilities  (personal  and  equipment)  are  required  to  be  sited  in 
convenient  positions  on  the  premises  having  regard  to  the  purpose  for  which 
they  are  required. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  is  also  Cleansing  Superintendent 
and  is  responsible  for  the  operation  of  the  refuse  collection  and  cesspool 
emptying  services  of  the  Council.

The  15  parishes  in  the  southern  part  of  the  district  are  divided 
into  8  collection  areas  and  each  vehicle  is  manned  with  a  driver  and 
2  loadersj  additional  labour  being  directed  to  districts  according  to 
seasonal  requirements. 

Generally,  a  weekly  collection  is  maintained  throughout  the  district, 
but  during  holidays  (particularly  statutory  holidays)  the  interval  of 
collection  extends  to  10  days  until  the  position  is  restored  with  the 
assistance  of  spare  vehicles  and  labour. 


The  regularity  of  the  collection  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the  refuse 
collection  bonus  scheme  which  continues  to  work  satisfactorily. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  northern  parishes  of 
Brampton  3ierlow  and  Wentworth  is  carried  out  by  contract. 

The  Council  operate  a  scheme  for  the  supply  of  all  dustbins  in  the 
area  for  the  storage  of  house  refuse.
